BERKLEY. Calif., Sept. 18—On ihc 
wings of a dry hot wind that swep4 
furiously from the landward, a brusl 
fire in the Contra Conta county hilh 
from San Francisco bay, leaped dowr 
the valley Sc 
Berkley yesterday af 
ternoon and for a time knawed its way 
unchecked toward the heart of the col 
leg town. 
It burned 35 residentia1 
blocks in one of the prettiest sections 
causing damage estimated a $10.000, 
000 and leaving abou 2,400 person: 
homeless, before early last evening it 
was brought under control. 
There was no authentic reports of 
death or serious injury today. Many 
persons were slightly injured. 
Berkley, the hocne of the University 
of California, situated across the bay 
Mrom San Francisco, today faced th< 
greatest Task of reconstruction in its 
history. The fire, sweeping through 
the prosperous and thickly settled 
Craigmont, Euclid avenue and Lalomr 
park districts of north Berkley, laid 
waste at least G00 buildings, including 
the homes of many wealthy and prom­ 
inent citizens.
